\mnti the handle and pressing roller, moving the frame along the surface to dispense the material 

from the ^d'h^iyg-feick^d roll, through the frame opening and apply the material over the 

surface; 

remotely appMns a braking force to tto^erk^ at least one side of the adbesi ve~baeked roll 
from a location on the handle approximately three feet or more from the frame to prevent 
material from being dispensed from the roll 
3Ck (previously presented) The method of claim -29,. further comprising the step of using the 
elongated Hnk for remotely apphirm a cutting force to the materia! adjacent the opening to 
separate the material applied, to the surface from the frame.
